Did we not have the present 
1 building which is too good in every 
way to tear down, we would not hesi¬ 
tate to vote forty to fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars to build a splendid concrete struc¬ 
ture as many other small communities 
are doing. This, however, would be 
very foolish and wasteful. 

I he vital thing is room anil equip¬ 
ment for work, in this few towns of 
the size of ours will have the advan¬ 
tage if present plans can lie consum¬ 
mated.

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION 


Mora Liable to Generate In Powdered 
Than In 8olid Subetancea. 

The scientific phrase for combustion 
Is oxidation, or the combining of some 
substance with the oxygen of the air 
Some substances have greater affinity 
for oxygen than others, and whenever 
the combustion reaches a certain point 
of rapidity Are results 

Anything that Increases the facility 
of combination with oxygen Increases 
the danger of spontaneous combustion 
or explosion, and for that reason a 
substance Is more dangerous when pul¬ 
verized than when solid, because tbe 
separated particles of matter are 
brought more directly in contact with 
the oxygen of the air. There is no 
danger of spontaneous combustion or 
explosion in a mass of unground wheat, 
but mills have been destroyed by ex¬ 
plosions of flour dust 

Fixed oils absorb oxygen and give 
out carbon and hydrogen, causing a 
rise of temperature that may reach the 
burning point, as has often occurred In 
heaps of rags, tow. sawdust and simi¬ 
lar bodies soaked with oil, paint, var¬ 
nish, turpentine and sometimes grease. 

Bituminous coal Is liable to spontane¬ 
ous combustion when moistened with 
water, and the coal dnst in mines is 
a common cause of explosions. Mois¬ 
ture aids spontaneous combustion In 
plies of damp hay or freshly mown 
grass, and barns have been burned 
from that cause.—Philadelphia Press

the organization of a state. 

Business may be intricate, but its 
first principles are simple. It Is an 
exchange of commodities. It Is buy¬ 
ing and selling, and there must be 
advantage or gain In the barter. For 
continued commerce, the gain must 
extend to both parties to the transac¬ 
tion. If the resultant advantage of a 
business deal inures to the benefit of 
one party only, there Is an economic 
defect. The buyer must benefit by 
his purchase as truly as the seller by 
his sale. In large matters the import¬ 
ing country ls a gainer as truly as 
the exporting country. It is so with 
small matters. The buyer gets from 
the grocer flour, from the hardware 
man nails, from the lumber man lum¬ 
ber, and In each case buyer and seller 
are benefited. The same buyer goes 
to the saloon to get beer or wine or 
whisky. The dealer makes a profit 
on the goods sold. But here is a break 
in our business principles. The buyer 
makes no gain. He parts with his 
■hare of the barter, and gets nothing 
valuable In return. At every other 
counter there was gain on both sides, 
here the gain ls on one side only. The 
transaction limps—it is false to busi¬ 
ness principles. It represents eco¬ 
nomic waste. It must cease. 

The economic waste becomes a mul¬ 
tiplied facto* when the argument is 
extended to liquor’s effect on the pur¬ 
chaser who consumes it. 

The liquor traffic ls a parasite. Any 
business blood that it has is sucked 
from the vigorous body of healthful 
business. It contributes nothing, but 
draws heavily. If traffic In lumber,

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 


Their Coast Line l» Longer Then Thet 
of the United States. 

"It Is not generally known perhaps 
that the coast line of the Philippine 
Islands ls longer than that of the 
United States," said a mnn who has 
spent more than fifteen yenrs in that 
; country. “The Philippines nre numer¬ 
ous Islands,” he continued. "It would 
take one many months to tour all of 
\ the islands. Of course the climate va¬ 
ries, but In most parts It ls delightful 
The average temperature Is lower than 
In many parts of the United States, 
and the humidity ls not nearly so 
great Records of temperature In the 
Philippines have been kept since 18(35. 
and In that time the maximum record¬ 
ed was 103 degrees. The mean tem¬ 
perature Is from 70 to 80 degrees. 

"It the humidity were great there 
are times when It would be almost un 
bearable, but ordinarily 1 would rather 
live In the Philippines than In most 
sections of this country. It Is rortu- 
nnte that In the month of greatest hu¬ 
midity. September, the temperature 
falls lower than at any other time of 
the year, which makes It possible vo 
endure the conditions 

“I have frequently been asked If 
there ls much drinking among the Fili¬ 
pinos There Is comparatively very 
little The Filipinos have discovered, 
even If some of our own countrymen 
have not, that alcoholic drinks nud the 
tropics do not mix It Is seldom you 
see a Filipino Intoxicated. There are 
native brewed drinks In different Is 
lands, hut the people do not overin¬ 
dulge.’’—Washington Post.

REDLIGHT ABATEMENT ACT 

The Redlight Abatement act makes 
investments in exploitation of prosti¬ 
tution insecure. Under the act, any 
citizen may proceed against a house 
of prostitution as a nuisance. If the 
nuisance be proved, the house must be 
closed for one year unless the owner 
furnish a bond that the house shall 
be used only for lawful purposes. 

This measure passed the State As¬ 
sembly by a vote of 62 ayes to 17 
nots: the Senate by 29 ayes to 11 noes. 
It was signed by the Governor, and 
would have become a law in August, 
1913, had it not been held up under 
the Referendum. 

The referendum petition under 
which this was (lone is now known to 
contain thousands of irregular, fraud¬ 
ulent and forged signatures. 

Such redlight abatement law# are 
now in force in Utah, Oregon, Wash- 
.ngton, Minnesota, South Dakota, 
Kansa.-f,. Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska 
and the District of Columbia. 

A committee appointed by the Com¬ 
monwealth Club of California to gath- 
r data on the practical workings of 
such acts in other States, finds from 
: lie evidence gathered as set forth in 
its majority report: 

1. That the Redlight Abatement 
laws are in no sense an innovation in 
our system of jurisprudence, but on 
’he contrary embody well established 
’(gal doctrines. 

2. That they have proven efficient 
gainst the house of prostitution. 

3. That they have not been used for 
purposes of blackmail, nor have inno¬ 
cent property owners been victimized, 

4. That there has been no increase 
n crimes against women and against 
ecency in the communities in which 
hey have been enforced. 

">. That as a result of their enforce¬ 
ment, prostitution is no more “scat- 
tfred" than it was before. 

6. That while no single administra¬ 
tive agency can entirely suppress an 
evil, the causes of which are so deeply 
rooted in social and economic condi¬ 
tions. there is evidence that so far as 
these laws have been applied, there 
has resulted an appreciable diminution 
n commercialized vice.
